IT IS OBVIOUS THAT LG&E WOULD OPPOSE ANY PARTY THAT MAY TAKE 
POSITIONS THAT DISAGREE WITH LG&E'S. THE PSC SHOULD FOCUS ON THE 
STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS OF 807 KAR 5:OOl (3) (8). THE PSC HAS 
PREVIOUSLY DETERMINED ON EIGHT DIFFERENT OCCASIONS THAT I MET 
BOTH REQUIREMENTS OF THE STATUTE. I FEEL I CONTINUE TO MEET BOTH 
STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS. ONLY ONE OF THE TWO REQUIREMENTS IS 
NEEDED FOR FULL INTERVENTION. 

I WOULD HOPE THAT IT DOES NOT GET TO THE POINT THAT ONLY 
ORGANIZATIONS CAN RECEIVE FULL INTERVENTION. IF THE AG 
REPRESENTS ALL CLASSES OF CUSTOMERS THEN KlUC WOULD NOT MEET 
ONE OF THE STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS FOR FULL INTERVENTION. THE 
PSC SHOULD MAKE A DETERMINATION ON THE SPECIFICS OF THIS CASE 
AND NOT TRY AND SPECULATE AS TO WHETHER A PARTY WILL MAKE A 
DATA REQUEST, RAISE ISSUES NOT INTRODUCED BY OTHER PARTIES, ETC. 
I AM THE ONLY RESIDENTIAL CUSTOMER THAT WAS GRANTED FULL 
INTERVENTION IN~THE~ EIGHT PdEVlOUS~CffED- CASESTH-IS TSNOfk 
PROLIFERATION OF PARTIES. 

LG&E HAS MADE SEVERAL ARGUMENTS IN THEIR BRIEF BASED ON THE 
PHANTOM STATEMENT I ALLEGEDLY MADE IN MY INTERVENTION REQUEST 
THAT I AM A MEMBER OF THE PUBLIC. THAT STATEMENT WAS DELETED 
SEVERAL INTERVENTION REQUEST BEFORE, BUT REMAINS ON LG&E'S

QUESTIONS AT A HEARING, POST HEARING BRIEFS, POSSIBLE COIJRT 
REVIEW. ETC. THIS IS A SELF - SERVING POSITION I G;RF RFSll  

LG&E WISHES TO NOT HAVE THE ISSUES OF CONCERN TO RESIDENTIAL 
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THERE HAVE BEEN RECENT POLITICAL CHANGES IN FRANKFORT 
INCLUDING A NEW AlTORNEY GENERAL, NEW GOVERNOR AND NEW 
AGENCY HEAD THAT THE PSC IS A MEMBER OF. I HOPE MY FULL
